In an effort to assist schoool dis. 
tricts, municipalities and other public 
bodies to improve the surroundings 
of s chools, public buildings and com- 
munity centres, the provincial govern- 
ment will commence this spring the 
free distribution of a surplus of near- 
ly three million caragena seedlings 
from the provincial forestry olant- 
ation at Oliver near Edmonton, D)s- 
tribution will also be made to farmers 
and other individuals who appiy for 
supplies. The seedlings will be ship- 
ped gvut, on application, in bundtus of 
50 and 100, and the only expense for 
the applicant will be the cost of ex- 
press and other carrying charges 
from Oliver. It is suggested that 
the caragana may be secured by 
school boards and municipalities for 
beautifying school grounds, public 
parks, ;picnic grounds, cemetenies, the 
surroundings of public buildings, 
churches, etc, In this connection, as 
announced sometime ago, the govern- 
ment is also in a position to supply a 
certain number of young spruce and 
pine trees from the stocks developed 
at Oliver plantation. Already a num- 
be, of<applicutiozus have been received 
by the provincial forest service branch 
for supplies of these young trees, 
Under the policy, announced some time 
ago for their distribution, they will 
be made available not only to public 
bodies for beautification of public 
grounds, but also to individual farmers 
who have wooded bluffs already 
established on their farms, and wiio 
are ready to aid in the werk of re- 
establishing coniferous growth in the 
farming areas by securing these trees 
from the Oliver plantation and plant- 
ing them in their poplar bluffs, While 
only a limited number of these trees 
will be available the coming spring, 
in another season a very much larger 
number will be available, and it is 
haped that through this method of 
distribution, within the next decade 
coniferous growth will once more 
have been introduced over a very wide 
area of the parklands of the province.

front of him for two years, 

It will also be remembered that H.;} 
W. Wood years ago was offered a cab- 
inet position in the Dominion Govyern- 
ment by Premier R, L, Borden, and 
also the premiership of the province 
in 1921 but refused both to stay with 
$2,000 president’s job. In addition 
to this while holding the dual posi- 
tion as chairman of the Wheat Board 
and president of the U. F, A, he, for 
five years refused to take salary from 
U, F. A. 

We also have definite knowledge 
that Robert Gardiner, M. P. was 
strongly pressed to accept the chair- 
munship of the Grain Comnrission 
which carries a salary of $1,000 for 
ten years, but he also refused,

The Human Factor. 


Tn these days when so much is being said and written about plans, and 
systems, and machines, and institutions, it becomes all the more necessary | 
that sight should not be lost of the most important of all factors in our | 
individual and community life, in fact in our present day civilization, and | 
that is the human factor. 

Man has demonstrated that he can invent a machine and so improve it | 
that it is almost perfect in its operation and in doing what is expected of it, | 
with the result that, when it does fail, that fdilure is to be attributed in the | 
vast majority of instances to the person who is in control and directing the | 
operation of the machine. | 


In other words, it is the human factor not the | 
miuchine that is found to be weak and faulty and breaks down under stress 
and in emergencies, | 

For example, if a study is made of the records of automobile accidents | 
it will be found that the majority of accidents is not due to poor tires, | 
faulty brakes, poor construction or materials used in any part of the car 
or even to bad roads and adverse weather conditions, but to the drivers of | 
cars. Poor judgment is displayed in an emergency, downright selfishness 
influences the driver in his attitude towards other drivers, recklessness | 
leads to the taking of desperate risks-in a word, it is the human factor, | 
not the machine that is at fault. And what is true in the case of the! 
tutomobile will be found to be true in varying degrees of all machinery, 

Not only so, but the same statement may be made without fear of} 
successful contradiction in regard to all man-made or evolved institutions, | 
systems and plans. 


Of course, no machine and no institution or system is} 
perfect, but as the years roll by they are constantly improved upon and | 
brought ever nearer perfection, although, admittedly, perfection will never | 
be fully attained, But such approach to perfection is not attained by 
CGestroying the existing machine or institution, but by improving upon that 
which exists until, in course of time and through experience, a new machine | 
has been actually developed which replaces the old one, or a new scheme | 
has been evolved which, because of its many advantages over an old one, | 
graduilly replaces it. It is, in fact, not a new scheme at all, but an evolu- 
tion of, a development out of, the old one. 

There is a tendency in these troublous times to lay all the blame for our 
difficulties upon the machine, to denounce our systems and methods of gov- 
ernment, our methods and ways of distributing commodities, the institutions 
through which we finance the purchase and sale of goods and services, as 
alone responsible for the evils against which we are presently contending. 
Perhaps machine production needs to be more effectively controlled, and our | 
institutions, systems and methods further improved. Improvement is always 
necessary, and furthermore it is always taking place. Mankind is not | 
slipping backward, but is constantly and steadily going forward. And if, 
temporarily, we have allowed things to get out of gear; it the machine is | 
running wild; if our systems of government and of life are proving unequal 
to the strain we have put upon them, is the fault in the machine, or the 
system, or is the fault in the human factor which created the machine and | 
established the systems and then failed to guide them aright?

men and women with the same characteristics, the same natures, the same 
prejudices and passions, the same greeds, in a word all the same human | 
limitations which now hamper and control us, remain in control, | 

Our churches should be as near perfection as anything in this world 
can be, but they are not; indeed, they are far from it.

and a little nearer perfection, there would be less cause to condemn 
machines, systems and institutions. More than anything else in the world 
today, it is man who is at fault, and the fault extends all the way from the 
man whom the world regards as being at the top to the man w 
very bottom, 

We are told that the law of the jungle prevails; that it is still a case of 
the survival of the fittest, It is Largely true, and why is it true? Because it 
is, after all, Nature's law. All Nature proves it, from the tiniest insect or | 
plant to the largest. Nature’s law rules supreme in the animal, vegetable 
and mineral world. It manifests itself among the fishes in the sea, the birds 
in the air, the vegetation in the fields and forests. It influences all mankind, 
but, given a brain and reasoning powers, man has steadily risen above the 
beasts. He has not attained perfection; far from it. Nor can he attain it by 
Act of Parliament, or through any given system, but only by the steady 
upward climb, higher and ever higher above the lower animal world, |

Price Restoration, 


“On previous occasions we have 
stressed the importance of restor- 
ing the world price structure to 
approximately 1924-28 levels, I re- 
marked last year that such action 
was essential if the present defla- 
tion is to be liquidated in an or- 
derly manner, pointing out that 
deflation had been carried to ex- 
tremes and that  anti-deflation 
measures were urgently required. 
Unfortunately, price levels con- 
tinued to fall until the end of 
June, and the rise which com- 
menced at that time has since 
been cancelled. The decline for 
the year, as indicated by the Uni- 
ted States Bureau of Labor Index 
will be, apparently, about 7 per 
cent., which compares with 13 per 
cent. in 1931 and 17 per cent. in 
1930. The best that can be sad 
is that the rate of fall was ap- 
preciably less than in previous 
years. 

“The vital necessity for increas- 


ing prices is now commonly 
recognized, but the difficulty of 
countering deflation increases as 
the depression continues. We 
must hope that the forthcoming 
world Economic Conference will 


point the way to constructive ac- 
tion in this respect. 

“There is little inclination to 
indulge in prophecy as to the fu- 
ture. As Sir Herbert stated, there 
are indications of a gradual in- 
crease in stability throughout the 
world, This is particularly true in 
Europe, where conditions were 
anything but favorable year 
ago.

The “inch” is safe for posterity,

The Earth's Interior 


| Many Theories Advanced As To Com. 
position Of Core Of This Planet 

Professor Reginald A. Daly’s re- 
view at the meeting of the Geological 
Society of America at Cambr.dge 
still leaves the most reliable informa. 
tion on the mystery under our feet. to 
be supplied by the chemists rather 
than the geologists, seismologists or 
astronomers, Of direct evidence con- 
cerning the inside of the earth we 
have none and can expect none, Ex- 
cept to the enthusiasts of scientific 
fiction a mine or bore hole 4,000 miles 
| deep is unthinkable, There remain 
the evidences of travel of earthquake 
waves through the earth's core, the 
fact that this core undoubtedly is 
several times heavier than it would 
| be if composed of rock, the proofs of 
tidal and other changes in the shape 
of the evidently elastic crust and a 
few other miscellaneous facts from 
which any theory of the carth’s in- 
terior must be deducted. 

Even the idea that the innermost 
part of the planet is a great ball of 
iron, hot enough to be molten, but 
kept: rigid by the enormous pressure 
of the materials above it, rests on ac- 
tual facts which are pitiably few. 
The idea of an iron ball explains the 
}excess density of the earth’s interior, 
and it is suggestive that s0 many 
meteorites are of iron, implying that 
this metal is common in the universe, 
but these are about the only definite 
facts that the iron core theory can 
boast. 

Chemistry's attack on the problem 
begins at the other end. It is prob- 
able, the cosmic chemists say, that 
the earth originated from matter 
pulled out of the sun. If so, this prim- 
eval matter probably had about the 
composition of the sun's present out- 
ermost layers, where iron certainly 
is plentiful. On more or less plausible 
assumptions the mass composition of 
this original earth-stuff can he com- 
puted, This done, it is possible to de- 
duce from firm chemical laws just 
which elements and combinations of 
lelements would first condense to 
liquid out of the mixed mass of white 
hot gases; accordingly which ele- 
ments would form the central nucleus 
of the earth ball destined to grow 
into the planet. Theory indicates that 
this first condensite from the prim- 
eval gas would be liquid iron. So long 
as no definite fact contradicts this 
deduction it probably forms, as Pro- 
fessor Daly said, about as good a 
working hypothesis as any.—New 
York Herald-Tribune. 


Aids To Beauty 


Sale Of Toilet Articles Does Not Fall 
Off During the Depression 

Whatever the state of business may 
be, it appears that the sale of toilet 
preparations does not fall off, It is 
evident from a report just issued by 
the Canadian Government Bureau of 
Statistics on the Toilet Preparations 
|Industry for 1931 that the ladies of 
the Dominion did not, in their bud- 
geting, apply any reductions to the 
aids to beauty. The total value of the 
output of the industry in 1931 was 
$5,946,292 as compared with $4,206,- 
513 in 1930. This gain, however, in 
output value for the industry, was 
due chiefly to the transfer of several 
large concerns from other industries 
and should not be taken as an indica- 
tion of increased production by the 
companies in this group. On a com- 
parative basis, the rate of production 
in 1931 was about the same as in 
1930, Of the total of $5,946,292, tcoth 
pastes and powders accounted for $1,- 
598,349, the largest single item in the 
whole, of which the male section of
